Famers who lelt their Farmes. 

I have been personally acipuaint- 
ed with eight farmers who at dif- 
ferent times quit their farms and 
igaged in other business, with the 
expectation of obtaining easier and 
more profitable work, but all of 
them did so to the detriment of 
their pecuniary interests, and three 
or four of them, at least, to the 
injury of their health and the 
shortening of their lives. The fol- 
lowing sketches are substantially 
true in evsry particular :" A was 
a mason by trade until ho had pav- 
ed money enough to buy a farm in 
the woods, which he cleared and 
lived on in comfortable circum 
stances until his children had 
grown up and entered business for 
themselves. When past sixty 
years of age, although a large, 
talwart man, still hale and hearty 
and able to perform farm labor, he 
decided to leave the farm and have 
more ease in his declining years. 
He traded his farm for a house and 
ituated in a village in the 
State of New York, and received 
about $2,000 "to boot." He mov- 
ed to the village aiid began keep- 
ing a grocery store. 

Without any experience in the 
mercantile business, without the 
art of obtaining and retaining cus- 
tomers and with a strong competi- 
tion from meg who bad been edu- 
cated for their business, it if not 
surprising that he fell behind 
every year. He was temperat< 
iiis habits and economical in 
expenditures, but in less than ten 
years he had lost every cent 
was worth, was sold out by the 
Sheriff and returned to the neigh- 
borhood he had left. He said to 
me when I called to see bin at his 
son-in-law's: "I suppose you 
know we lost all our property, and 
now my wife and I are living on 
our children." I said that their 
children would be glad of the priv- 
ilege of repaying the debt they 
owed their parents for rearing 
them from childhood and bringing 
them up in comfort and respecta- 
bility He bad lost his hopfulness 
and cheerf nines*. Like most old 
people supported by their children, 
he fancied he was u burden, and 
lived only a short time after his 
return. 

B earned money enough in run- 
ning a sawmill and lumbering to 
buy and pay for an improved farm. 
He was a successful farmer, and 
made a little cleur prollt every year, 
which is about all a farmer can ex- 
pect, but he had to go about four 
miles to attend church to which he 
belonged, and, beginning to feel 
the stillness of age in his limbs, he

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in New York at a premium, nncl he 
supposed he was making a good in- 
vestment, but before a year was 
past the company failed, and the 
bonds were as worthless as the 
brown paper. The loss of every- 
thing in his old age, after having 
labored so hard all Iiis life, so 
preyed on his mind that he sicken 
ed and died. His wife went to live 
with her son-in-law and survived 
her husband several years. 

D, a careful, saving, industrious 
farmer, had begun the world poor, 
but had become very comfortably 
siauated, when he desired to make 
money taster with less labor at 
some other business. He first took 
a contract for carrying the mail 
on a stage route, and usually in 
pleasant weather carried it him- 
self. At the end of four years he 
left his son in charge of the farm, 
and with what money he had sav 
moved to a neighboring town 
and went into the grocery business; 
It would seem that every farmer 
thinks he is running a grocery 
store. He may have doubts 
whether he could handle silks, laces 
and ribbons, but he has no doubt 
whatever that he is as competent 
to weigh out tea, cotfee and sugar 
as anybody in the world. In about 
three years D came back to the 
farm, thin in flesh, pale and care 
worn. He had lost his spare cash 
and was fortunate that he had not 
lost the farm also. He only lived 
u year after his return. Whether 
he would have lived longer had he 
not gone to town, of course, we do 
not knbw, but he would certainly 
have experienced less anxieties of 
mind and would have left a larg( 
estate. 

E, was a farmer's only son, who 
succeeded to his father's farm and 
improved it by industry and good 
management. He took great inter- 
est in politics, and sucre 
being elected to one of the best 
unty offices. This made it nec- 
essary for him to rent his farm and 
move to the county seat. Party 
i did not allow his re-election, 
and after his term bad expired, 
having become accustomed to con- 
veniences, socialities and allure- 
of towu life, he was unwill- 
ing to leave them. He sold the 
farm, bought a timber U>1 with a 
stiaiu saw mill and went u t lumber- 
ing. He retained his residence in 
town, and drove out every day to 
the mill to look after his business. 
He did not drink, gamble 01 attend 
horse races, but hard times cann- 
on, and lumber, which is one of the 
first things to feel its effects, took 
a sudden and disastrous fall. He 
had notes in the bank which he 
could not meet at maturity, and 
his struggles to avoid bankruptcy 
were of unavailing. 

His election to otlice was a mis- 
iortune and the cause of all his 
woes. Nothing could he saved from 
emoluments of the ofltdo. Only 
an oiliceholder knows the penalties 
of holding a lucrative office. 
Friends come to borrow mouey, and 
the incumbent, if he expects to 
main in politics, fears to refuse. 
Subscription papers for Sunday 
lOhoOl libraries, church bui lding 
and all kinds of benevolent instit 
tions are presented to him by the 
score, and he is expected to con- 
tribute liberally to them all.
